MeSH E Letters which I pre- 

I fented the Public laft Week, 
¥ naturally led me into fome 
Reflections on Education, 
& which I believe can never 
be publifhed at a more fea- 
fonable Time than the pre- 
D fent. : 
— Diogenes being carried 
into Crete, there to be fold for a Slave, the Crier 
asked him in what Art he was skill’d, or how he 
fhould recommend him to a Putchafer. ‘* Pro- 
“ claim, faid Diogenes, that you are about to fell 
‘© a Man who underftands the Government oi 
s¢ Children.” This Crier, who was it feems a 
Wit, immediately bawled through the Streets, /s 
any one willing to buy a Mafter?  Laertius iniorms 
us, that one Xeniades, a Corinthian, being taken 
with the Novelty of the Thing, went directly to 
Diogenes, and having examined into his Qualifica- 
tions, purchafed him, carried him home, and deli- 
vered his Children to his Care. The fame Author 
adds, that the new-bought Mafter very fully an- 
fwered the Charaéter ‘he had given himfelf; and 
inftruéted the Youth committed to‘his Charge, in the 
liberal Arts, and in all thofe bodily Exercifes which 
conduce to Health, Strength, and martial Atchieve- 
ments: Laftly, he inculcated into their Minds the 
true Principles of Philofophy, and confirmed.them 
in the ftriéteft Habits of Virtue. 

‘Here the Novelty or Jeft, I fuppole, confifted 

only in the Phrafe of buying a Mafter; for the 
Education of Children was, by the wife Antients, 
confidered as a Matter.of fuch great Importance, that 
we can conceive no Abfurdity in the Recommenda- 
tion ; nor could Xeniades, at almoft any Price, have 
been thought by them to have made a bad Bar- 
- gain, The great Lawgiver of Sparta, when it 
was objected to him that he gave a Sallary to cer- 
tain Rhetoricians, who inftru@ted his Boys in the 
Study of Eloquence, anfwered, ‘© If any Man will 
** undertake to improve the Morals of my Chil- 
«dren, I will not only give him a Thoufand 
s¢ Drachms, but will willingly beftow upon him 
<¢ half of what 1 am worth.” — Indeed, if I fhould 
tranfcribe the many excellent Paflages from the 
beft old Authors on this Head, it would more than 
fill my whole Paper. ‘* No Man can doubt (fays 
“© Ariftotle in his Polsticks) but that the Education 
*¢ of Youth ought to be the principal Bufinefs 
$6 (ucidise mpayuclurior) of the Legiflature ; and that 
‘© great Mifchief arifes.to the Polity of thofe Cities 
‘¢ where this is negleéted.” And Cicero, ** Thofe 
“¢ who do not rightly inftru€t and educate their 
*¢ Children, do not only an Injury to their Chil- 
st dren, but to the Public.” ; 

And yet unneceflary and unpleafant as it may 
feerm to ftay any longer in fo hackney’d a Road, as 





is this Part of the Subject ; and tho’ all fober Men © 
have fo pompare sear Pacencn in the Advantage which’ 


accrues to every Community from a right Educa- 
tion of the Youth; yet what this right Education 
is, appears to be ftill an undecided Point. Ari/fotle 
tells us, there were many different Opinions in his 
Days on this Head; and, to fay the Truth, that 
Book of his Politics, in which this Matter is 


~~ 


treated, is much. the worft of that whole Work. 
He himfelf hath ranged Education under four Heads 
only, viz. Letters, Exercifes, Mufic *, and 
Painting. © 

Other good Authors fpeak very generally and in- 
definitely on this Point. Every Man will, I be- 
lieve, agree with thefe Apothegms which are re- 
corded in Plutarch, That the Initruction of Children 
ought not to be confined to thofe fuperficial Parts, 
which will be of no Ufe to them when they grow 
up: And agiin, That they. ought principally to 
learn what will be of Service to them hereafter. 
With fuch Axioms as thefe, which require no Ghoft 
to come from the other World to teach us, antient 
Writers every where abound ; but.none have left us 
any Thing regular or fyftematical of this Kind ; for 
as to the Offices of Cicero, they are rather Inftruc- 
tions to a Son already educated, than a regular 
Syftem of Education: And the Precepts of Quin 
titan, in his truly excellent Inftitutions, are rather 
calculated to breed learned Men, and expert Ora- 
tors, than found and good Members of the Com- 
monwealth in private Stations, 

A Task, therefore, which all thefe great Pens 
feem induftrioufly to have avoided, may be juftly 
thought extremely nice and difficult to execute ; 
and fo, perhaps, it is to lay down fuch a Syftem of 
Education as may ferve for all good Purpofes, and 
which may fo cultivate the Human Mind, that 
every Seed. of Good in Human Nature may be 
reared up to full Perfection and Maturity; while 
all which is of evil Tendency is weeded, and, as it 
were, pluck’d by the Roots from the youthful Difpo- 
fition, ‘before it fpreads, and is ftrengthened’ by 
Time. 

But, however difficult it may be to draw an 
exact Plan of every Thing which is to be done on 
this Occafion, it is furely very eafy to aflign many 
Errors which ought to be avoided, particularly with 
Regard to thofe Parts of Education in which the 
Public is principally concerned. Some of thefe 
Errors are indeed fo grofs, that it is aftonifhing 
théy fhould ever have efcaped the Obfervance, or 
Correétion, of the Magiftrate in any Society where 
there was the leaft of Order or Difcipline. 

As the main End of Learning is to inveftigate 
and difcover Truth, it feems extremely rational to 
feafon and prepare the Minds of Youth with thofe 
generally known and received Doétrines, which 
may be confidered as Axioms, and which may be 
inculcated into tender Minds as Principles, upon 
which to found their future Enquiries; but if the 
Omiffion or Negleé& of this fhould be connived at, 
and the whole Care of the Mafter employed only 
in laying the Foundations of Learning, and thus 
enabling the Youth to make thefe Difcoveries here- 
after themfelves, (as is the Cafe in fome public 
Schools) furely it muft be moft prepofterous to fuf- 
fer the Matters in others, to fowe the Seeds of Falfe- 
hood and Erudition at one and the’ fame time; or 
indeed, to drop all Metaphor, to fix falfe Principles in 
young Minds, and afterwards to inftruét them with 
Learning, that they may be enabled by plaufible 
Arguments to fupport fuch Principles; and this in 


* The Greeks; by the Word pois, generally mean 
more than we underftand by the Word Mufick. The 
Latins tranflate it better by Artes Canore, and to this 
Seafe Plato always ufes it ; but Arifotle feems here to 
apply it in a more confined Senfe, as in the 7th Chap. he 
Spee diftinguifhes it from Poetry.

thofe weighty and important Branches of Religion 
and Politics. 

With regard to the former, what can be more 
abfurd than to fuffer a Religion, which we acknow- 
ledge not only to be falfe, but dangerous to the 
Commonwealth, to be publicly taught in Schools 
in this Kingdom. I fay publicly ; for I would by 
no means rob a Roman Catholic of his Child, of 
oblige him to educate him in an Opinion contrary 
to his own; but this Indulgence fhould be uled 
tenderly and privately, where it may be free from 
the Danger of Example, or of fpreading the Con- 
tagion. , 

Again, as we are a free People, who have reco 
vered out Liberties by the Revolution, and have 
confirmed and fecured them by an Eftablifhment of 
the Thronesin the Houfe of Hanover, fhall we fuf- 
fer our Youth to be bred up in the Belief of Doc« 
trines not only repugnant to common Senfe, but to 
our Conftitution ? Shall the indefeafible Hereditary 
Right of Kings, Paffive Obedience, and Non- 
Refiftance, the Illegality of the Revolution, and 
the Injuftice of the A& of Settlement, be taught as 
Principles in our Seminaries of Education. 

If there were no other Proof that this hath been 
done, it plainly appears from the very Exiftence of 
Jacobitifm, which is a horrid Compofition of all this 
Nonfenfe, (which Exiftence fince the recent Adven- 
tures in Stafford/bire, and thofe more recent at Ox 


ford, no Man can have the Front to deny ;) for 


Abfurdities of this monftrous Kind can only be 
imbibed when the Mind is young and tender, and 
fufceptible of any Impreffion ; and when the igno- 
rant uninformed Boy is yet to be fafhioned either 
into a Chriftian or a Pagan, a Papift or a Maho- 
metan. 

But in Reality, the Fact itfelf that the Educa- 
tion ef many of our Youth is in the Hands of fuch 
Teachers, is clear and certain 3 and it is no lefs cers 
tain, that an immediate Stop ought to be put to fo 
pernicious and growing an Evil, which may fo 
ftrictly be called a Matter dignum Lege regi. If 
we have alreacly no Law adequate to the Purpofe, it 
is to be hoped our Legiflature will think it worthy 
their Confideration, and give us fuch a Law. 

The Adminiftration is at prefent happily in the 
Hands of Men of more fenfible and more liberal 
Principles; of Men who have been and are the 
Guardians of thofe Liberties, which thefe poifon- 
ous Doétrines endeavour to undermine. If they 
are defirous to deliver down thefe Liberties fafe to 
our Pofterity, it behoves them to take efpecial 
Care, that our Pofterity fhould be taught to relifh 
the Bleffing which will be tranfmitted to them, 
that they likewife may maintain and preferve it. 

This can be only done by a thorough Infpeétion 
and Scrutiny into the Charaéters of all thofe who 
are intrufted with the Tuition and Inftruétion of 
Youth, from their earlieft Seafon of Erudition, till 
they become their own Mafters; by utterly difqua~ 
lifying all fuch as, by open Profeffion, maintain any 
of the above exploded Dogtrines; by laying Of- 
fences of the beforementioned Kind under the fe- 
vereft Penalties ; and laftly, by reftraining every 
School, with greater Striétnefs than at prefent, to 
a Licence, and that Licence to be granted in @ 
manner which may exclude any Poffibility of Fa- 
vour or Connivance, 

But my Warmth carries me too far, and I am 
hurried to direct thofe whom it is my Intention on- 
ly to alarm. If my Labours thall Happily have the 
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Succefs aimed at, in turning the Thoughts of the 
Legiflature to this important Subjeét, they will 
with Eafe be able fully to prevent the future bid 
Effects of what hath hitherto proved fo dangerous 
a Difeafe, and hath more than once threatned the 
Deftruction of our Conftitution. 

I cannot here omit a fhort Quotation from an 

Epiftle of Eraf/mus to a Schoolmafter: ** I agree, 
*+ fays he, that your Funétionis laborious; but that 
it is wretched, or deplorable, I deny. The In- 
ftruétion of Youth is an Office inferior only to 
the firft in a Government. Can you conceive 
that to bglalfordid Employment, which confifts 
in embellifhing the tender Minds of your young 
Citizens with Learning and Religion, and in 
forming fo many good and great Men for the 
Service of your Country? Fools may perbaps fee 
fo eminent a Charaéter in a mean Light ; but if, 
in the Opinion of the antient Heathens, it was 
great and glorious to deferve well of the Repub- 
lic, 1 declare boldly, no Man can deferve better 
of his Country, than he who is employed in 
fafhioning the rude Minds of Children, if he be 
qualified for that Office, and difcharges it with 
Integrity.”’ 
To conclude ; as Sparta and old Rome. will for’ 
ever ftand as Examples of a right Political Education, 
I am forry to fay, in England, we have feen the 
equal Force of what is wrong in this Regard. To 
the virtuous Principles infufed into their Youth it 
was owing, that their Citizens however other- 
wife vicious in their Difpofitions, were all true Pa- 
triots; and to the pernicious Doétrincs fucked in 
by our young Gentlemen, can only be imputed, 
that fo many of them are, at this Day, ttaunch 
Jacobites.

‘Vhere isa Report, that the Ex- 
pedition againit the Eaftern Riviera miy be «probally 
fufpended, the better to make Head on the Side of Ven- 
timiglia, where the Enemy are confiderably reintorced. 
*Tis chought the Duke de Richlieu has not absolutely 
renounced the Siege of Savona, but waits for M. Beile- 
Me to begin the Operations firit on his Side, aud make 
tome Provrefs. We are not, however, much in Pain 
about it, fince we know pofirively, that, after all the 
Reinfarcements received at Genoa, the regu! ir Troops 
in that State do not amount to above 21,000 Men, 
French, Spanifh, and Genoefe, which are too few to 
make Head on every Side, Advices fiom Venice men- 
tion the Preparations making there for the Reception of 
Prince Charles of Lorrain, who is to go and take Pof- 
feffion of the Duichy of Guattalla, which the Emperor 
has given hin as an Imperial Fife. ib. 

Vienna, dprilzo. *1is faid that the Pope, ftil inte- 
refting himtelf for the Genoefe, hath fent anew Plan of .

Franckfort, April 27. The French, who, in order to 
have a Superiority in the Low Countries, have drawn 
all the Regular Troops out of Alilace and [orrain, 
leaving only a weak Militia, employ 20,000 Peafants in 
the Fortifications of Eron Weilf-mburgh, where a Ram- 
part of 13 Toifes thick is to be railed behind the Old 
Works of the Place. ib. 

Paris, April 26. There are many Reports about the 
King's Departure for the Army ; one of which is, that 
it will be on the sth Of May without fail; another, as 
foon as he hears Mvetiricht is ready to capitulate. Ac- 
coming to our Advices from the Army before that Plice, 
the Garrifon made % Sally.on the 22d, of which M. 


Saxe and Lowendaht had Advice the Day before. Not- 
withftanding which Count [ autres, who was in the 
‘Trenches, was driven out wich the Lofs of feveral Off- 
cers and 200 Soldiers. In a preceding Sally our Troops 
took feveral Officers of the Garrifon, and ftript them : 
But M. Saxe caufed them to be punifhed for it. We 
hear that the Place is batter’d on this Side the Maefe 
by 100 Pieces of Cannon and 60 Mortars, and on the 
other Side by 50 Cannon and 30 Mortars. The two 
Troops of Mufqueteers fet out this Day for the Low 
Countries, and the Light Horfe, with the reft of the 
Houfhold Troops, depart Day after Day. ‘Tis faid the 
Duke de Richlieu hw made a fecond Attempt on Savo- 
na, and that much Blood was fpilt to no more Purpofe 
than before. ib. © 

Ruremond, April 27. From the opening the Trenches 
before Maelftricht to the 25th Inftant, the French have 
lot 3000 Men. Deferters get from them daily in Bo- 
dies. The 25th they attack’d the Covert Way of 
Wyck, but were repulfed with confiderable Lofs. They 
have taken a fmall Redoubt in an Ifle, but ’tis thought 
will be obliged to abandon it foon. Their Soldiers 
mount the Trenches with great Reluétance. — ib. 

Higue, May 2. Yelterd:y the Stadctholder fet cut 
for Breda, aod was accomp inied by the Princefs his Con- 
fort to between Delft and Rotterdam. Prince Heffe 
Philipfthal, ‘tis faid, has received the laft Orders for re- 
pairing to the Army, where he is to command _as Ge- 
neral of Horfe. ‘he Supreme Council of War has 
‘finithed its Seflion, and will remove to Breda on Mon- 
day, to be nearer the Army. 

!hey write from Breda, that a Detachment was made 
on Tuefday, of fome Thovfand Men, who are thought 
to be m rend towards the Army on the Maefe.. Ac- 
cording to Letters of the zgth paft, from the Duke of 
Cumberland’s Head-Quarters, the Army had not then 
changed its Pefition, but was to make a Motion fud- 
denly. Advices from Maeftricht itfelf of the 27th im- 
port, that all was ftill in a good Condition there ; and 
that the Cannon of the Place often filenced thofe of 
the Enemy, and that the Garrifon appeared. full of Cou- 
rage. We hear from Hancver, that the Troops of 
Wolfenbuttle paffed by there the 25th ult. continued to 
march with great Diligence, and‘ propofed to join the 
Army the 13th Inflant 

On the 28th two Yachts, with Englifh Officers, and 
above 20 T'ranfports with ‘Troops, paffed by Helvoet- 
fluyce for Williamftadt. The French are faid not to- 
have above 40 Battalions betwixt the Schelde and the 
Dyle, and fome Letters from Breda mention, that not- 
withitanding their numerous Garrifon in Bergen-op- 
Zoom, they are actually preparing to blow up the fine 
Works of that ftrong Fortreis.

Liege, Aprii 30. The French continued advancing 
their Works towards the Cover’d Way till between the 
28th and zgth Inftant, when Marfhal Saxe attack’d it 
with a large Body of Troops, and, after a vigorous Re- 
filtance, carried it; but the Enemy confefs gco Grena- 
diers kill’d, befides what the feveral Regiments have 
loft, and the Wounded, During thisM. Aylva made a 
Silly on the Wyck Side, which fucceeded beyond Ex- 
pectation ; for they nailed up fourteen Pieces of Cannon, 
and kiiled near 1000 of the Befiegers. A French Re- 
giment, that was in the Trenches, behaved ill on this 
Oceafion, The Marquis de Biffy, Lieutenant-General, 
had his Leg fhatter’d in this Action, which was cut off 
foon after. We are pofitively affured by a French Offi- 
cer of Rank, arrived this Afternoon from the Camp of 
the Befiegers, that they have been entirely beat out of 
the Cover’d Way again. The Bombardiers of the Gar- 
rifon acquire great Reputation, and the French do them 
Jultice in all their Accounts. 

Hellinrouch, May 2. The Auftrian Pontoons are ar- 
rived here; but the Weather has been fo ftormy that 
we have not been able to lay our Bridges. Yelterday 
the Enemy were not in Pofleflion of any Part of the Co- 
ver'd Way of Maetlricht. 

Hague, May 3. The Army which his Highnefs the 
Prince of Orange has now affembled in the Neighbour- 
hood of Breda, amounts to 400-0 effective Men, and 
will daily increafe, as che Recruits are coming in very 
fait from all Parts. Gazette.
